Thiruvananthapuram, 22nd October 2020. 


As directed by the hon’ble High Court in its 
judgment dated 17-6-2020 in WP(C) 830/2019 and 
WP (C) 4393/2019, the District Labour Officer, 
Thiruvananthapuram has furnished a report through the 
Labour Commissioner regarding the failure of settlement of 
dispute between the Management of Kerala State 
Backward Classes Development Corporation Ltd. 
and its workmen as per Section 12(4) of Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947.
